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2. (Twice Amended) A Bquid-perrneable cover sheet acxording to claim l.wher^ 
the first material laysr consists of a nonwoven material comprising fibres having a sj^ace, in 
which at least the surface of the fibres essentiaUy consists of polyethylene. 

3. (Twice Amended) A liquid-permeable cover sheet according to d^im 2, wherein 
the fibres are two-component fibres consisting of a core of polypropylepe and a suTOunding 
covering of polyethylene. 

4. (Amended) A liquid-permeable cover sheet accordip^ to Claim 2, wherein the 
fibres are two-component fibres consisting of a core of poly^ter and a surrounding covering 
of polyethylene. 

5. (Amended) A liquid-pemneable cover sljjdet according to claim 1 , wherein the first 
material layer consists of a perforated plastic fi\^ 

6. (Three t'mes Amended) A llquld^rmeable cover sheet according to claim 1 and 
further having a second material Jayer, ^erein a surface of the second material layer 
essentially consists of polypropylene/ 

7. (Amended) A llquld-pemneable cover sheet according to claim 6, wherein the 
second material layer is a nonjwoven material which essentially is made up of polypropylene 
fibres. 

8- (Twice Amended) Absorbent article comprising an absorbent body enclosed 
between a liquid-imDermeable cover sheet and a iiquid-penneable cover sheet, which liquid- 
permeable cover ^eet comprises at least a first material layer, wherein a surface of the first 
material layer essentially consists of polyethylene which has been treated with plasma or 
corona in on/er to obtain liquid permeability, and said surface of the first material layer has 
an oxygeivcarbon ratio which is equal to or higher than 0.23. 

3. (Twice Amended) Absorit)ent article according to daim 8, wherein the Iiquid- 
penneable cover sheet comprises a second material layer which has a material surface 
wttich essentially consists of polypropylene.
